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NOTE ON PERFECT MAGIC SQUARES FOR 1914.

In the February Monthly, Mr. V. M. Spunar states that the only values of 
n in Zerr's formula yielding positive elements for the 1914 magic square are 3 
and 11. These are indeed the only "prime" values of n. He has, however, 
overlooked n — ^ and n = 12, which yield the following squares with elements 
all positive: 

n = 4 
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n = 12 
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
